BERLIN, Oct. 25.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The city has been 
treated toa Jack the Ripper sensation. 
The horribly slashed and mutilated 
body of an abandoned woman was found 
at her lodgings in a squalid portion of 
the town. The assassin escaped. 

The woman was seen to enter a house 
with the man at 1 o'clock this morning, 
and within ten minutes the man ran 


‘out. The woman was found on the floor 


fully dressed, with her throat and ab- 
domen cut open. Hername was Hed- 
wig Nitsche. Portions of the woman's 
body that were cut off were carried 
away by the brutal murderer. Blood 
was spattered alloverthe ceiling and 
walls of the room, andthe murder seems 
to have been the work of a madman. 
Several suspects, arrested during the 
day, had to be released for lack of proof. 

The body of the woman was nearly 


severed, and was ripped from the neck 


downward. It seems that another 
woman tried to enter the room before 
the awful crime was committed. Her 
attempt disturbed the assailant, who 
suddenly rushed out, pushing aside 
several persons who were in his way. 

The inmates of the house were 
awakened by their screams and the un- 
known man was hotly pursued, but suc- 
ceeded in making his escape. 

There have been many other crimes, 
including suicides, within the past fen 
days, in the lower quarters of the wy. 


STORM AND FLOOD. 


Gales on the French Coast—Inundations 
in Valleys—Great Loss of Life. 

Panis, Oct. 25.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| ‘The climax of the gale 
which has been raging for three days 
was reached yesterday, when the wind 
blew with terrible violence over the 
Gulf of Lyons and the Island of Corsica. 
An immense number. of vessels have 
taken’ refuge at Marseilles, many of 
themina damaged condition. Towns 
in the valley of the Ande have been 
greatly damaged by floods in that 
stream. Troops were called out to as- 
sist in saving property and two of them 
were drowned while at wérk. There 
are grave fears of disaster along the 
river valleys in France,'Spain and Italy, 
which are greatly flooded. 

-Great floods have occurred in the 
streams fed by'the mountain torrents of 
the .Eastern Pyrenees. Many valleys 
have been inundated and crops and 
buildings washed away. 

At Limoux the floo 
mined several buildin which subse- 
quently collapsed. wenty inmates 
were killed and nine other persons: are 
still buried in the debris. Railways 
have been washed out and much other 
damage done. 

Mapnip, Oct. 25,—Reports from all 
parts of the country say that floods con- 
tinue in all directions. Telegraph com- 
munication with Paris is interrupted. 
The railroad tunnel between Vilches 
and Santa Clara was undermined by the 
flood and collapsed.

REDUCED TO ASHES. 


A Swiss Viljage Burned—The Inhabitants 
in Great Distress, 

Panis, Oct. 25.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.]’ It is learned that the 
village of Meingen, in the Canton of 
Berne, Switzerland, has been almost 
wiped out by fire. The flames were 
fanned by a gale, and the local fire de- 
partment could do nothing to check the 
progress of the conflagration. Nearly 
all the business places and residences 
were utterly destroyed in a brief space 
of time, the Victoria and Wildermann’'s 
hotels being the only structures of conse- 


quence left in the prosperous village of 
3000 inhabitants. 

The town was reduced to ashes in 
three hours. The wind was so strong 
that partly-burned ‘papers were carried 
as far as Interlaken, nine miles distant. 
The inhabitants ofthetown are in a 
dreadful condition and relief parties 
have started. 


UNHAPPY |RUSSIA. 
More Anti-Jewish Riots—Popular Com- 
plaints Made Against the Czar. 

St. Pererssure Oct. 25.—[By Cable 
and Associated Press.] The anti-Jewish 
riots at Starodoub arose from the peo- 
ple’s resentment of the, action of the 
municipal authorities in granting per- 
mission to Jews to open their shops on 
Sunday. Jn the midst of the riot a 
Jew struck a young Russian and the re- 
port was spread that the latter had been 
killed. .This greatly increased the fury | 
of the populace. The rabble looted a 
number of wine shops and many became 


drunk, Suddenly fire broke out in the 
Jewish quarter. The mob prevented the 
fire brigade from getting to work, and 
ten houses were destroyed. The mob 
continued the work of pillage until a 
late hour in the night. 

Lonpon, Oct. 25.-—-The Czar’s con- 
tinued absence from St. Petersburg is 
much resented in Kussia's famine dis- 
tricts. It is contended that he ought to 
make a tour of the stricken provinces, 
instead of going to the Crimea, in order 
to stimulate local activity and palliate 
overwhelming distress. 


CHILEAN OUTRAGES, 


How the Thunderer Views the Baltimore 
Affair. 

Lonpon, Oct, 25.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press, | The Times, referring 
to the Baltimore affair at’ Valparaiso, 
says: ‘It isclear that a brutal outrage 
was committed, and the Washington 
Government has a good prima facie case 
to demand satisfaction.. But the time 
has not yet come when such a demand 
could properly be pressed. If made 
now, it would be made in hot blood 
and based upon incomplete _ infor- 
mation. It not for a _ great 
and powerful nation like the United 
States to dealin: this high handed fash- 
ion with a weak neighbor!» Arguing 
that Chile is recovaring froma régime 
of bad government, the attack on the 
Baltimore’s sailors is as an act in 
the same drama. America’s strong 
aggressive policy will tend to enhance 
the difficulties, .the government having 
already hard enough work to main- 
tain law and order.”’ 


Pere Hyacinthe and the Pope. 

Paris, Oct. 25,—Pére Hyacinthe in 
an address today before an immense 
audience, including many Senators and 
Deputies, condemned superstitious 
abuses such as the Lord’s vision and 
holy coat, and made a vehement attack 
on the Pope’s temporal power agitation 
as inconsistent with his priestly office. 
He said the Pope would do well to heed 
the will of the Italian people and sub- 
mit to thé country’s laws, The address 
was loudly applauded.

In each case it was necessary to fire a 
solid shot across the bows of the vessel 
before it would surrender. 

Abont a month ago Andrew Johnson, 
captain of the forecastle, fell from the 
foreyard, smashing his skull and dying 
instantly. 

The voyage wasnot a pleasant one 
owing to almost continual rains and 
fogs. All on board are well. The 
Mohican will probably ogo to Mare 
Island soon. 

An accident occurred in the Mohican’s 
boiler room on the way from Ounalaska 
which might’ have been very serious. 
When three days out the outboard de- 
livery valve chamber cracked nearly 
through. A break occurredin the big 
pipe which furnishes cold sea water for 
the condensers. The vessel was put 
under sail, and after twelve days’ work 
a new valve was substituted. Had there 
been a break instead of a bad crack, 


‘the vessel would probably have gone to 


the bottom. Asit was, in spite of all 
efforts the cracked valve leaked several 
thousand gallons before the aperture 
could be temporarily closed and it was 
very difficult to get at the valve to re- 
pair it. The Mohican’s boilers are in 
very bad condition and it is believed 
she will go out of commission shortly. 


MILL BURNED. 
Much Lumber Also Destroyed—Many Men 
- Thrown Out of Employment. 

Santa Cruz, Oct. 25.+-[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]. Dougherty’s mill, lo- 
cated about five miles above Boulder 
Creek on a branch of the South Pacific 
Coast Railroad, was burned to the 
ground on Saturday night. The loss on 
the mill, machinery and manufactured 
lumber is estimated at $50,000. The 
cause of the fire is unknown. There is 
no insurance. The mill was one of the 
largest in the country, and had been 
turning out from thirty to forty car- 
loads of manufactured lumbér per day. 
Fully 100 men'will be thrown out of em- 
ployment. 

This is the third mill belonging to the 
Santa Clara Mill and Lumber Company 
that has been destroyed by fire within 
four years. James Dougherty, the su- 
perintendent, was absent at the time, 
but two watchmen were. on duty, and 
the mill was supposed to be practically 
fireproof.

Taking Off the Pacific 
Train Agents, 


Another Quick Trip to the Atlantic 
Seaboard. 


Over Fifty Miles an Hour for Only 
Nine Hours. 


A Plum for a Passenger Agent—A_ Rail- 
road for Sale—Genera!l, Local 
and Personal Men- 
tion. 


The New York Central has put on the 
fast local train between New York and 
Buffalo which is being much talked of 
nowadays. The exact schedule time is 
8 hours and 40 minutes for the run of 
440 miles. This is the fastest schedule 
time in the country for any distance ex- 
ceeding an hour’s run, being a fraction 
over fifty milesan hour. The present 
fastest run between New York and Buf- 
falo is made in 10 hours and 88 min- 
utes, or about forty-two miles an hour. 
The Royal Blue line, the Baltimore and 
Ohio flyer between New York and 
Washington, makes the 220-mife run in 
5 hours, or forty-four miles an hour. 
Pensylvania trains cover the ninety 
miles between New York and Philadel- 
phia in 2 hours—a forty-five-mile-an- 
hour speed. Those are the present fast- 
est scheduled runs, except on the forty- 
mile track between Baltimore and 
| Washington. There itis made in 45 
-minutes—a rate of 53 miles an hour. 
But the run is short, and the fifty-mile 
schedule on the New York Centra! fora 
stretch of nearly nine hours is a decided 
innovation.

For this reason it 
has-been generally thought that the 
scheme was a bad one, or at least thatit 
possessed no advantages over the usual 
methods of collecting fares and tickets. 
An officer of the,Southern Pacific ex- 
plained yesterday that this was alla 
mistake. 

‘“‘No road,’’ said he, ‘‘uses the collec- 
tor asa permanent check on conduc- 
tors. They are used rather as a tem- 
porary example. Here is the whole 
thing inten words: A collector takes 
arun where the conductor’s receipts 
have been $200 aday. He (the collec- 
tor) runs up the returns to $250 per 
day, and-keeps this up for say a month.

collector. This comparison inspires in 
the condcctor an ambition to keep the 
returns up toa notch where the col- 
lector leftthem.”’

through the great void as heat or as 
light, both of which are subordinate 
manifestations. It comes through a 
perfect conductor, and, there being no 
obstructions to switch off and convert 
any portion of it into other forms of 
energy, there is neither light nor heat 
in the great void. Only when this vol- 
ume of electricity reaches the outer 
rim of the earth’s atmosphere does it 
encounter resistance. This resistance 
at first is very slight, as the outer at- 
mosphere is extremely attenuated. 
But, in approaching the earth, the at- 
mosphere becomes more and more 
dense, more and more of an obstruction, 
and more and more of the mysterious 
element is thereby converted into light : 
and heat. 

Experiment has shown that, at a 
height of 14,282 feet above the surface 
of the earth, the atmosphere has only 
one-half of the density that it has at 
the surface. The general law is that 
as the Reight increases in an arithme- 
tical ratio as, 1, 2, 8, 4, 5, etc., the 
weight, and consequently the density or 
pressure, decrease in a geometrical 
ratio 14, 1-16, etc. The most 
trustworthy evidence of the height of 
the atmosphere is that obtained by cal- 
culations on the laws of refraction, 
which fix the extreme traces of atmos- 
pheric air at forty miles above the. 
earth's surface. Now, as the atmos- 
phere decreases in density proportion- 
ately with altitude, or distance from 
the earth's surface, so also do both heat 
and light decrease.

WORLDS FAIR NOTES. 


Exhibitors at the World’s Fair can have 
their empty cases, in which their exhibits 
are transported to the exposition, stored 
during the fair for 2 cents per cubic foot; 
or stored and insured for 2% cents per cu- 
bic foot. The latter rate is lessthan one- 
sixth what was charged exhibitors at the 
Paris Exposition of 1889. Ars : 

A New York company that manufactures 
self-winding clocks has offered to furnish 
free of cost all the time-pieces that will be 
needed in the building during the fair. 

Ivan Malakoff, a St. Petersburg capitalist, 
wants to reproduce at the exposition a street 
scene from Nijni Novgorod, the celebrated 
place where expositions have been held for 
800 years. He agrees to spend $250,000 
upon the reproduction. 

A company has applied for space to erect 
a building in the formof an iceberg in 
which to make a polar exhibit, A group of 
Esquimaux, with reindeer, furs and all. the 
paraphernalia of inhabitants of the polar 
regions, will be installedin the building if 
the concession is granted. ° 

The Palace of Music at the exposition, it 
is now expected, will stand on the great 
island formed by the lagoons, and will be 
surrounded by a magnificent garden of 
flowers, ten acres or moreinextent. This 
location is desired by Theodore Thomas, 
musical director of the exposition, but has 
not yet been finally passed on by the board 
of directors. The structure wiil measure 
150x250 feet, and cost approximately 
$100,000. 

The National Association of Woolen Man- 
ufactures and the American Pottery Asso- 
ciation have each decided to makean ex- 
hibit atthe exposition such as was never 
before seen in this country. 

The exposition directory has called upon 
the comptroller of the city of Chicago to 
sell $1,000,000 of the $5,000,000 of bonds 
which the city voted'in aid of the exposi- 
tion. The proceed, which it is desired 
shall be realized within ninety days, are to 
applied mainly to paying the enormous ex- 
penses of the construction of the buildings. 

The magnitude of the building operations 
now going on at Jackson Park can be sur- 
mised from the fact that an average of 
from thirty-five. to forty carloads of con- 
struction material arrives daily. The ex- 
position buildings are rising with wonder- 
ful rapidity. |
